PARIS. Jan. 15.—Lord Robrrt 
Cecil, who discussed with American 
journalists last night his views as to 
the work of a league of nations, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the league 
of nations certainly would provide 
for the limitation and decrease of 
present armaments. He declared 
this feature of the work to be dons 
is of deepest concern, although ne 
definite argument has yet been 
reached. He said that the league, 
if formed. would do away with all 
treaties Inconsistent with its tenets, 
including compacts providing for a 
balance of power. 

Asked what effect the formation 
have 
upon the Monroe Doctrine, Lord 
Robert asserts he could see no con- 
flict with the doctrine. Hypothetical 
questions were raised as to what 
would happen in case Mexico or a 
Southern country did something that 
caused trouble with the league, and 
Lord Robert replied: 

“Then I think an arrangement 
could be made by which America 
could act in behalf of the league.” 

Returning to the admission of the 
Central Powers and their allies to 
the league, Lord Robert Cecil said 
they should be admitted “if they 
showed an inclination to do the 
right thing.” 

For Good of Humanity. 
Speaking of Germany, he said: 
“We must await events. If she 

turns over a new leaf and tries to re 
pair the damage she has done there 
is no reason why she should _ o»not 
join. The league is for the good of 
humanity, and not for any select 
group. It will benefit her if we per- 
mit her to enter.” 

Austria is not vet ready for the 
league, Lord Robert said. Dealing 
with another specific instance, he de- 
clared, Bohemia “was not to blame 
for the war and is progressive.” 

Lord Robert said that the league 
might in some cases take over ad-

‘REFERENDUM CAN'T — GREECE SETS OUT HER 


CONTROL LEGISLATURES 


Former Liquor Men’s Attorney 
Says Congress’ Method of 


Ratification Rules. 


A prominent iawyer, who for years 
has represented liquor interests in 
the fight against prohibition, and 
who for obvious reasons would not 
permit the use of his name, today 
gave the Post-Dispatch his opinion 
that there is no basis for a plan of 
Jiquor interests to invoke the refer- 
endum in states which have ratified 
the Federal prohibition amendment 
and whith have state referendum 
laws. 

Dispatches today stated that a Dis- 
tillers’ Committee, recently formed 
in Chicago to fight national prohibi- 
tion, would meet to discuss such ref- 
erendum plans, and that in Cali- 
fornia, where the Legislature has 
ratified the Federal prohibition 
amendment, the Governor has been 


temporarily restrained from certify-| 


ing the Legislature’s ratification to 
the Secretary of State on the plea’ 
that a constitutional referendum is 
applicable to every action of the Cal- 
ifornia Legislature. The lawyer's 
opinion follows: 

“The Federal Constitution was in 
force with its present provisions as to 
amending it when Missouri was ad- 
mitted as a State to the Union and, 
of course, Missouri accepted with her 
statehood the then and now existing 
method for amending the Federal 
Constitution. 

“The question now presented by 
the suggestion that under the refer- 
endum power in the Missouri Con- 
stitution a Federal constitutional 
amendment, after ratification by the 
Missouri General Assembly, can be 
referred to the people for a vote, in- 
volves the proposition that a state by 
amending its Constitution after its 
admission to the Union can so far as 
it is concerned change the method of 
its action in adopting or rejecting a 
Federal amendment from the mode 
provided by the Federal Constitution. 

“To say this can be done is to say 
that the State Constitution is su- 
preme and above the Federal Con- 
stitution as to the method of amend- 
ing the Federal Constitution. It has 
always been understood the refer- 
endum power in the Missouri Con- 
stitution referred solely to the rizht 
to refer legislative enactment per- 
taining wholly to State affairs to the 
people and in no wise undertook 
tc interfere with the provision of the 
Federal Constitution. 

“When Missouri became 
the referendum 
the Legislature could ratify amend- 
ments and that was the end of it. I 
have never looked up the question 
but I doubt if a right to refer tha 
ratification of a Federal amendment 
exists except to get a mere expres: 
sion of the opinion of the people. 

“This same condition applies to all 
states having a referendum provi- 
sion adopted as an amendment to 
the existing State Constitution.” 

As to what action the liquor in- 
terests might take to prevent the 
nation from remaining bone-dry, if 
the Federal amendment is ratified by 
the necessary 36 states, the lawyer 
predicted that legal steps might be 
taken after the ratification is com- 
pleted to prevent the amendment.

TERRITORIAL CLAIMS 


Memorandum to Peace Confer- 
ence Names Northern Epirus 
and Thrace. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 15.—Greece has laid 
before the peace conference a memo- 
randum signed by Premier Veniselos, | 
setting forth the situation of Greece | 
and her claims in the settlement of | 
the war. The memorandum says the | 
Hellenic nations consist of 8,234, 000 
persons, of whom 55 per cent live in 
the kingdom of Greece and the re- 
mainder outside its limits. Half a 
million Greeks in America are in- 
cluded in the figures submitted. 

Wishing to reunite the Greek Pop- | 
ulation in the Balkans, Asia- Minor | 
and the islands adjacent to the king-| § 
dom, Greece asks, first, Northern 
Epirus, which contains 120,000 
| Greeks against 80,000 Albanians. The 
“memorandum says that the former, 
besides being in the majority, also 
“noesess a higher form of civiliza- 
tion.” 

As a second demand, Greece asks 
| for Thrace, without Constantinople. 

Thrace, according to the memoran- | 
dum, is peopled largely by Greeks. | 

“Since Constantinople, according to | 
the twelfth point of President Wil- | 
son’s program, cannot remain under) 
Turkish rule,’’ the memorandum de- 
clares, “‘the natural solution would 
be to award Constantinople to Greece 
and to establish international guar- 
antees for the freedom of the) 
straits.’’ 

Constantinople’s Population. 

It is pointed out that the principal 
native element of the population of, 
Constantinople is Greek, being nu- 
merically greater than “all the other 
nationalities put together except the 
Turks.,”’ 

“But, if a society of nations is 

stablished immediately,” the memo- 
randum continues, ‘Constantinople | 
might, in consequence of great inter- 
national interests connected with the 
possession of the straits, be formed 
as a separate entity by the Society of 
Nations, which would nominate its 
governor for certain fixed periods.”’ 

The third territorial claim made 
by Greece is for parts of vilayets in 
Asia Minor. These have a popula- 
tion, it is said, of 1,188,000 Greeks 
against 1,042,000 mohamemdans 
are claimed to be both ‘‘geographi- 
eally and historically integral parts 
of Greece.”’ 

The Armenian provinces, with 
Russian Armenia, the memorandum 
says, should be erected into a sepa- 
rate state, organization of which 
should be entrusted to one of the

PARIS, Jan, 14.—Our numerous 
conversations or discussions as to the 
league of nations have made certain 
fundamentals clear. The American 
method has been to discover in plans 
of other nations on what parts they 
agree, leaving till a later discussion 
all differences. The feeling can be 

said to be unanimous as to. these 
things: 

1. No 
power lodged in 
tions.

Some 
members of the French delegation 
are advocating a league much strong- 
er than the British plan, but others 
are doubtful of the practical appli- 
eation of the idea of the league.

If as under the British scheme, war 
be postponed for one year while dis- 
putes are being investigated, then, 
Americans ask, why cannot war be 
postponed entirely. If to engage to 
postpone war for a year is yielding 
sovereignty temporarily, then there 
is no objection from the American 
point of view, to permanent agree- 
ment prohibiting war. 

The objection raised by Gen. Smuts’ 
plan is that a league, by permitting 
recourse to hostilities, or leaving 
loopholes for war at the end of a 
year, legalizes war. It would not be 
surprising to see Americans advocat- 
ing an association of nations which 
under no circumstances would sanc- 
tion the invasion of one another's 
territory. There is a strong feeling 
among Americans in absolute final- 
ity of decisions of the league and the

Under the system of open diplom- 
acy with war-making power vested 
in parliaments and peoples every- 
where instead of in secret autocratic 
bodies, war would be practically im- 
possible. The Americans believe a 
strong league of nations, with obli- 
gation of all its members to obey de- 
cisions under penalty of economic 
and possibly military and naval 
force, would be sufficient to keep 
peace. The Americans recognize the 
right of every people to revolt 
against autocratic governments can- 
not be ignored, and that it is neces- 
sary also to provide the right of in- 
tervention of outside powers to 
protect the integrity of nationalities. 

The Americans are swinging to- 
ward the idea of the British that a 
nation can be delegated by the 
league to act as its agent with re- 
quirements to keep order in troub- 
lous regions. This applies particu- 
larly to semi-civilized areas. The 
Americans realize also that this may 
mean new responsibilities for the 
United States, as the trusteeship in 
the Near East and Southeast Africa 
is being urged by the British on the 
ground that the league of nations 
means that America must take her 
share of the burdens of the world’s 
peace. 

It is a serious question as to how 
far the American people is willing to 
go in that direction, but if it is ab- 
solutely essential to the preservation 
of the world’s peace our representa- 
tives here are arguing that the 
American public will be willing to 
make the same sacrifices or tradition- 
al policy to insure peace as it just 
did in war. The trend of opinion 
among our delegates is that some 
sort of international! organization of 
a permanent character is needed, 
which shall constantly review world 
situations, recommending revisions.

MURDER SUSPECTS ARE 


Pair Held in Posey House Killing | 
Declared to Have Stolen 
Auto in Illinois. 


Detectives from Springfield, Il, 
today visited police headquarters and 
identified John (Pudgie) Dunn and 
William McCullough, known also as 
Conroy, as two of a party of men 
who stole an automobile in Spring- 
field Dec. 29 and fired on policemen 
and sheriffs when they were chased. 

Dunn and McCullough had been 


held on suspicion in connection with 
the killing of P. E. White at the 
house of Mrs. Frances Posey, 4446 
Lindell boulevard, Jan. 3. 

Requisition papers have been ap- 
plied for and it is expected they will 
be taken to Springfield. The Spring- 
fleld detectives saw White's body at 
the morgue but could not identify 
him as one of the automobile thieves. 

Michael J (Joe) Connor of 5201A 
Spalding avenue, a former Deputy 
State Factory Inspector, who was in 
the Posey house when the shooting 
occurred, called at police headquar- 
ters today. Dunn and McCullough | 
were taken before him and he de- 
nied he had ever seen them before. 
Connor, who took the party to the 
Posey house, surrendered to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney last Thursday, and aft- 
er testifying before the grand jury 
he was released on a $10,000 bond, 
returnable at the next term of court. 

Chief of Detectives Hannegan to- 
day asked Connor how the shooting 
occurred. He replied: “It was one 
of those unfortunate things. I had 
been drinking and it all happened 
so quick that I don’t know just how 
it occurred.” 

Three Men in Stolen Auto. 

Three men were in the stolen au- 
tomobile when it was driven from 
Springfield.

When the loan fell 
due, Dec. 1, R. L. Warner, vice 
president of the United Railways, 
whc« came here to consult with 
the Finance Corporation, said 
that the company had not the 
cash with waich to pay at that 
time. 

He applied oo an extension 
of time, which was informally 
granted, the understanding being 
that the railways, by Jan. l, 
1919, would have the money in 
hand from outside sources. The 
United Railways, it is under- 
stood, has been in negotiation 
with William R. Compton & Co. 
of St. Louis and Halsey Stuart & 
Co. of Chicago, to raise the 
money. Though the month's in- 
formal extension has expired, it 
was said at the offices of the cor- 
poration today that it would not 
press the railways, but would al- 
low time for the completion of 
the pending negotiations with 
financial houses. No definite 
time limit has been fixed. 

The loan was negotiated last June 
1 by President McCulloch on a visit 
to Washington. Previously he had 
said that the company had been un- 
able to raise money because its 
franchise was not above attack. 
Upon his return to St. Louis he said 
that the loan had averted a re- 
ceivership for the company. The 
loan was used to pay off bonds of the 
Union Depot Co., one of the street 
railway lines in the United Railways 
consolidation.

y IS ISSUE IN BELGIUM 


Reformers Want Plural Votes of 
Clergy and Landowners 
) Eliminated. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
BRUSSELS. Dec. 20.—Belzium is 
facing a crisis in its political history. 
The present Government comprised 
of six Catholics, three Liberals and 
Three Socialists, is acknowledged ev- 
erywhere to be only a provisional 
one, a Government of transition. A 
real Government which will direct 
the reconstruction of Belgium is in 


the meking. 
It is not expected that elections 


can be held in less than six months. 
Meanwhile the political fight will be 
waged upon a basis of universal suf- 
frage—one man, one vote. Before 


the war the priests had four votes, 
land owners and nobles as many 
votes as they had estates in differ- 
ent provinces, and Socialists and Lib- 
erals only one vote each. The Social- 
ists were mostly working men and 
the Liberals mostly professional men. 
This enabled the Catholic party to be 
in power for more than 40 years. Un- 
der the universal suffrage system 
which would relegate priests and 
Jand owners to the same category as 
workingmen, doctors and lawyers, it 
ia asserted the Catholic party may be 
placed in the minority. Nevertheless. 
Cardinal Mercier's great personality 
and the energy he displayed in be- 
half of Belgians during the war is 
gaid to have greatly helped the cause 
of the Catholic party. 

One cause of bitterness and ani- 
mosity in Belgium is the Flemish 
movement which now is practically 
dead owing to the efforts of the late 
German Gov. von Bissing to make 
use of it to divide Belgium into two 
parts. It is expected that the Flem- 
ish movement will revive when life 
resumes normal conditions, but it is 
held in abeyance now through fear 
that it might be construed as German 
propaganda. King Albert in his 
speech to the Parliament after re- 
turning to Brussels announced that 
the Government will propose a bill to 
create the bases of a Flemish uni- 
versity at Ghent, reserving the details 
to the new Parliament to be elected 
later. 

Pro-Germans and “activists” who 
supported the German scheme to 
Grive a wedge between the Flemish 
and the Walloons in Belgium are 
now ostracized socially. Many ar- 
rests have been made in Brusssels, 
Ghent and Bruges. The people of 
Ghent divide their hatred and bitter- 
ness evenly between the Germans 
and the “activists.” Bruges is filled 
with a deep-rooted hatred of every- 
thing German, while Brussels ridi- 
cules both pro-Germans and “ac- 
tivists."’

/resolution introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Frisby H. McCullough of 
Knox County for the submission of 
a constitutional amendment granting 
full suffrage to women. 

Mrs. Miller said the women of Mis- 
souri, who were sincere advocates of 
suffrage, were unahimous in their 
opposition to the submission of a) 
constitutional.amendment. ~* | 

“The resolution did not come from | 
a friend of suffrage,’’ said Mrs. Mil- | 
ler, “and we sincerely hope it will be | 


defeated. We are not prepared to en- |, 


ter a campaign for suffrage in Mis- | 
|souri, and this resolution can only 
| serve to detract from the measure we 
want. 

“In bill No. 1 in both the Senate 
and the House the women of Mis- 
souril have stated what they want, | 
and that is limited suffrage, which 
will permit them to vote in presiden- 
tial elections and for other officers 
not specifically mentioned in the Con- 
stitution. That is al' we want. We. 
have obtained a legal opinion that it 
will be constitutional.” s 

Senator McCullough’s Position. 

Senator McCullough said that he 
was opposed to the bill for limited 
suffrage and that he did not believe 
it would be constitutional if enacted 
‘into law.’ He said the Missouri Con- 
| Stitution and the Constitution of Ili- | 
_néis, where a limited suffrage law is 
in effect, were radically different. 

“I am for equal suffrage,” Senator | 
McCullough said, ‘‘and have been for | 
many years, but I am not in favor of 
passing an unconstitutional measure. | 
| I belleve the women should have full | 
suffrage and that can only be ob- | 
| tained by a constitutional amend- | 
| ment. With the liquor question out 
| of the way, as it soon will be, there 
is no reason why a suffrage amend- 
ment should not be adopted by a 
vote of the people, and I think it 
would be.”’ 

The Missouri Constitution fixes 
the qualifications of voters in the 
following language: | 

“Every male citizen of the United 
States, and every male person of for- 
eign birth who may have declared 
his intention to become a citizen of: 
the United States according to law, | 
not less than one year nor more than |

five years before he offers to vote, | 
who is over the age of 21 years, pos- 
sessing the following qualifications, 
shall be entitled to vote at all elec- 
tions by the people: 

“1. He shall have resided in the 
State one year immediately preced- 
ing the election at which he offers 
to vote. 

“2. He shall have resided in the 
county, city or towfi where he shall 
offer to vote at least 60 days imme- 
diately preceding the election.”

I, and I think the entire race, heartily 
agree with you in the conclusions that 
you have drawn in reference to the ad- 
miniétration of affairs in Africa. But, 
before I express my views upon this 
weighty matter, let me say that it hardly 
seems probable that the white race, 
whose spokesman you so frequently are, 
ean on the face of facts so indelibly 
written in the history of the past, deny 
te their brothers the priceless boon they 
seek. I have no misgivings as to the 
ability of the peace delegates who shall 
sit around-the most memorable of coun- 
pel tables to deal fairly and justly with 
Africa and her possessions. So therefore 
it hardly seems debatable as to the possi- 
more 


wéighty question looms up before us as 
the ‘matter to be carefully considered. 

That question is “How can we best ad- 
minister affaire in Africa to make its ex- 
istence as a ‘negro empire’ worth while?” 
As to the form of government, the negro 
knows but one and that is a democracy 
of the purest type. We find our patterns 
in the “Magna Charta” of French liber- 
ties (1871, and since revisgd) and the 
greatest of all constitutional documents, 
the Constitution of the U. 8. A.

Secretary Wilson of the Department of Labor warns, 
the National and State Council of Defense that there 
will be a dangerous surplus of labor within 50 days if 
extraordinary efforts are not made to meet the emer- | 
gency caused by cessation of war industries and the | 
release of soldiers. The number of states which have. 
a surplus of labor has risen within a week from seven | 
to twelve. 

The warning is valuable. 
of distributing workers in the industries and commer- 
cial concerns of every state. It should promote co-opera- | 
tion between employers and labor bureaus to take care | 
of the unemployed. 

The opportunity, however, to organize an efficient, 
distribution agency is in the hands of Secretary Wilson |

ment bureaus. He can organize them practically as ¥ 
chooses. 


Has the Secretary a really efficient organization of. 
his labor bureaus? | 
Bureaus have been set yp in the principal cities to find | 
jobs for unemployed . What means are at the dis- | 
posal of the heads of these local bureaus for their work? | 
What power and resources have they to take care of | 
and place the unemployed wherever there may be vacant | 
jobs? Are they in touch with the situation in all the) 
cities and states and can they shift the surplus in one | 
locality so as to provide for a shortage in another? 

The system for bringing the jobless man, especially 
the jobless soldier, and the manless job together should 
be as complete at least as the system for drafting men | 
and placing them in their camps. The local labor agents) 
should have the means to establish and maintain adequate 
labor recruiting offices, including ample room to be used 
as headquarters, with reading and writing accommoda- | 
tions. Either through the Government directly or) 
through local volunteer co-operation, every man without. 
money should be lodged and fed while seeking employ- | 
ment. | 
Every local bureau agent should be in daily touch by 
letter or telegram with every other agent. He should 
not only have the jobs in his own locality listed and the 
men seeking jobs listed, with their qualifications, but 
he should know the exact situation in other localities, 
the number of men wanted and their qualifications. The 
local agents should have authority to advance transpor- 
tation and traveling expenses to the jobless man in 
order to place him in a vacant job elsewhere. 
In short, as the releasing of men from service is na- | 
tional in its scope, the operation of employment bureaus | 
should be national in scope. The plan and organization 
for placing labor should be connected and co-ordinated 
on a nation-wide basis. 

The other Government agencies should co-operate by 
a judicious readjustment of war industries and by a 
method of releasing soldiers which will contribute least 
to an accumulation of surplus labor in the transition 
period. The work, to be efficient, requires careful plan- |

There seem to be a good many peo- 
ple in the world at this time who 
imagine that work as a means of live- 
lihood or material possession is not 
going to be as necessary as it has been 
hitherto. It is more by division of what 
has already been accumulated by the 
industry and thrift of other people 
that we are all to have something in 
the golden age to come which seems 
most alluring when viewed from be- 
hind a full set of whiskers. Some of 
these people assure us that all we need 
do is to seize the land. They have done 
that in Russia. Whether or not they 
are working the land in Russia, we are 
not told. It would not be the case asa 
mere consequence of possessing the 
land. We used to give very fine land 
to the Indians, but that did not put 
them to work. We had to show them 
about work. Work, we are afraid, is 
going to remain the only sure means 
of livelihood; just as thrift shall re- 
main for most of us the only way in 
which to have anything. One can 
readily sympathize with a great deal 
which the Russian people could never 
have until they overthrew the Czar. 
What one cannot sympathize with Is 
the theory that with this beginning all 
the people the world around have to 
do now is to seize what they want.

Sir: Something like a year ago you 
said prohibition was the last rally of 
the Puritans in a country which they 
have for some time felt to be slipping 
out of their grasp.

The 
refusal was based on a quibble that 
the Poles are not comprised in strict 
fulfillment in this compact. 

Vilna is now in the hands of Bol- 
sevists. Gravity of the Bolshevist 
danger is at last beginning to dawn 
'on the chiefs of the allied Govern- 
ments, spurring them to belated ef- 
forts to stem the tide. Today's tele- 
grams announce the outbreak of an- 
archist madness in various districts 
of Bohemia. Besides the profession- 
al apostles of Bolshevism like Bzerch 
Muna, who is preaching destructive 
doctrines in towns and villages and 
inflaming the populace against the 
authorities, the lack of food is also 
materially contributing to spread 
this psychic plague. 

Near the Czech capital, hungry 
multitudes, frenzied by hunger and 
cold, rose up and attacked stores of 
provisions, pillaging and destroying 
large stocks. <A military force, if 
available, is neither infallible nor a/| 
harmless remedy. The Government | 
can accomplish nothing without food 
for the starving population. 

Situation in Belgium. 
| Belgium is among the worst suf- 
ferers from hardships resulting from 
_the war. The forecast which I re- 
_cently made on the strength of what 
I actypally saw and heard in various 
| provinces of that country was con- 
firmed yesterday by the Minister of 
| Economic Affairs, who frankly char- 
/acterized the plight of the interior 
| as disastrous. In order so far as pos- 
'Sible to relieve the suffering people 
and ease the situation which is dis- 
quieting, the Prime Minister is com- 
ing to Paris to make known the de- 
tails to representatives of the allied 
powers and induce them to devise 
economic financial measures to save 
Belgium from the Bolshevist scourge 
in the interests of the common cause.

War Revenue Bill May 
Force Club Owners to 
Raise Scale of Prices 


EPORTS from Washington 


yesterday that Senate and 
House conferees had agreed on 
tax rates on admissions in the 
new war revenue bill, brings to 
light that if the scale of prices 
prevailing in major leagues last 
season are adhered to, a further 
increase in admission prices will 
be necessary. 

Under the agreement reached 
by. the conferees, the amusement 
tax rate will be .1 cent on each 
10 cents paid up to 30 cents, and 
2 cents on each dime paid in ex- 
cess of 30 cents. The system pre- 
vailing last season was a 10-per- 
cent tax on all admission prices, 
but for the sake of expediting 
change, the major leagues adopted 
a scale of prices which eliminated. 
the penny. The increased cost of 
baseball to the patron, under the 
war revenue bill, is shown by the 
following table:
